Acknowledged Receipt 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of a RCE, changes to the claims, and remarks made to the 
previous Office Action, all of which were filed on October 7, 2003. The above have been 
considered and entered. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 3, and 5-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

4. The prior art or record discloses a vibration damper for a shadow mask which is an 
elongated strip member that extends along a boarder of the first side of the tension mask parallel 
to the short sides of the frame, and has two ends which are mounted adjacent to the long sides 
along the border of the tension mask such that a substantial portion of its surface is in frictional 
contact with the boarder, and directly secured to the second side of the tension mask. See for 
example, U.S. Patents 6,614,152 to Berton et al; 6,608,433 to Kodama et al; 6,605,890 to Tanabe 
et al; 6,590,328 to Shin et al; 6,520,475 to Haun et al; and 6,469,431 to Suzuki et al. 

5. However, the prior art of record fails to motivate or disclose the vibration damper being 
directly secured to the second side of the tension mask by a support plate, or through an opening 
in the border, or, the vibration damper having a raised portion having a semicircular bent section 
extending outward fi-om the vibration damper.
